—The Khan, in Toronto Star, 
COL. MAITLAND’S GRAVE. 


Gallant Soldier's Last Resting Place 
Found at London, Ont. 


A discovery has been made of con- 
siderable interest to the Maitland fam- 
ily, the head of whom is Lord Lauder- 
dale, whose eldest son, Lord Maitland, 
is assistant-director for the Yeomanry 
at the War Office. This is the finding 
at London, Ont., of the grave of Col. 
John Maitland, C. B., son of the eighth 
Earl of Lauderdale, and brother of the 
ninth and tenth earls, Col, Maitland 
Was an officer of the 32nd Regiment, 


' and took an active part in the defence 


of the western frontier of Ontario, then 
Upper Canada, during and subsequent 
to the rebellion of 1887. He died on Jan. 
13, 1839, and a stone was put over his 
grave “by the officers of the 32nd Regi- 
up- 
wards of twenty years, as a mark of 
their esteem and regard.” 

This gallant soldier's last resting- 
place was found by Dr. H. J. Morgan, 


| of Ottawa, author of Celebrated Cana- 


dians, who came across it in an out- 
of-the-way corner of the English ceme- 
tery at London, and had it not been 
discovered when it was, all trace of tne 
grave must inevitably have been lost 
in a few months’ time. Col. John Mait- 
land had a distinguished career and 
was a prominent figure in the early his- 
tory of Canada, yet Burke simply gives 
the dates of his birth and death, and 
states he was a colonel in the army. 
Though, however the people of the 
Dominion neglected his grave, they are 
not altogether forgetful of those ‘who 
served Canada in the past, for it is 
proposed, with the permission of the 
officers of Col. Maitland’s old regiment, 
to remove his remains to the new 
cemetery at London, and have the tab- 
let over his grave placed in the Eng- 
lish cathedral in that city. Besides his 
brilllant services in Canada, Col. Mait- 
land served with the expedition to Cop- 
enhagen under Lord Cathcart, in Spain, 
and Portugal under Sir John Moore, in 
the Peninsular as aide-de-camp to Sir 
Willlam Houston, and on _ returning 
home as aide-de-camp to his uncle,

AN INDIAN’'S PRIVILEGE. 


Tagish Charley Gets Drunk Every Day 
—Has Special Permit. 


Probably unique in the British Em- 
pire is the case of Tagish Charley, the 
Indian who first found gold on the 
Klondike creeks and reported his recov- 
ery to white men. Charley is a wealthy 
man, and is permitted to enjoy his af- 
fluence in a manner forbidden in Can- 
ada to all others of his race. In con- 
sideration of the valuable services he 
rendered the country in discovering 
gold, and also in oonsideration of five 
thousand dollars in cash, the Dominion 
Government granted him the privilege 
of drinking intoxicants, so that he is 
exempt from the law prohib’ ng In- 
dians taking whisky. This privilege is 
resulting in the Canadian treasury ob- 
taining a good deal more than the $5,- 
000 originally paid. Charley gets drunk 
nearly every day now, according ta 
men just down from White Horse, Yu- 
kon Territory, and he is regularly ar- 
rested and as regularly released an 
paying a fine of $25. At this rate his 
fortune, estimated at $100,000, will last 
him about seven years. He hag no 
extravagant tastes outside his fond- 
ness for the cup that inebriates, 

Shookum Jim, his friend and former 
partner in Klondike, sought a like 
drinking privilege @nd offered the Goy- 
ernment $10,000. He was refused, a fact 
which benefits Tagish Charley, for 
Shookum Jim looks after his fellow In- 
dian, while the latter “fills up” and un- 
til he is ripe for police interference. 
When that occurs Jim leaves Charley 
to the tender mercies of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, knowing full 
well that he will have his companion 
to look after again in a few hours, ml-

THE MODERN TORPEDO. 


Ite Wonderful Mechanism and How 
It Is Operated. 


The principle of the torpedo is the 


-placing of a very large charge of high 


explosive in a steel case fairly alive 
with mechanism and so ingenious that 
the missile fired from a tube with a 
small charge of cordite or gunpowder 
will automatically direct itself to a 
given target and there explode. The 
Whitehead torpedo of today is a steel 
cigar or automatic porpoise shaped 
weapon or projectile from twelve to 
seventeen feet long and eighteen inch- 
es in diameter at its widest. When 
ready for firing even a small one will 
weigh over half a ton. They are deliv- 
ered in five sections, which contain up- 
ward of 2,000 pieces of machinery. 

The’ wet gun cotton in the “war 
head” is inserted in slabs, each with a 
hole in its center to receive the core of 
dry gun cotton directly connected with 
the detonating primer, which contains 
fulminate of mercury and a percussion 
cap. In front of the primer is screwed 
the water “nose’’—a very sensitive 
nose—which operates automatically 
when the weapon strikes and sets off 
the whole charge. 

Behind the war head comes the cham- 
ber containing the compressed air that 
drives this singular projectile through 
the water, Into this chamber is pumped 
the alr at a pressure of 1,500 pounds 
to the square inch. And this escaping 
through the valve leading to the little 
engines provides the motive power, 
Next comes the mechanism which au- 
tomatically regulates the depth of the 
torpedo during its run. This ingenious 
apparatus has been kept a great secret 
find sold in turn to the various nations 
of the world. Not far from the tail of 
the torpedo are placed the driving en- 
gines, 

There is also a controlling valve, 
which can be arranged so as to close 
automatically after the weapon has run 
a certain distance, thus obviating a 
futile explosion in the event of the tor- 
pedo missing its target.-. 


At the end of the tail cornes the 
rudder, which keeps the torpedo 
straight. But the most remarkable 


piece of mechanism is the gyroscope, 
like a child's top. It is set automatic- 
ally by the reledse of a spring a mo- 
ment or two after the torpedo is shot 
from its tube. It is the duty of this 
little device to correct the torpedo's 
course if it deviates in the slightest 
degree from its instructions,

pedo flotillas, Great Britain possesses 
about 
class, 114 “destroyers,” 110 second class 
boats and 29 submarines built or build- 
ing. Every nation is giving great atten- 
tion to its torpedo boats, Even China 
has 44 of the first class and 50 second 
class torpedo craft.—Exchange.

ORIGIN OF NEW YORK NAMES 


New Dorp Replaced a Town Thrice 
Destroyed by Fire. 

There are some names of places in 
Greater New York common enough on 
the modern torgzue, but the origin of 
which Is not sq@generally known. New 
Dorp, on Staten Island, was so named 
by the Dutch to distinguish it from 
Oude Dorp (Old Dorp), the first Dutch 
settlement on the island, which was 
thrice destroyed by the Indians, Old 
Dorp stood to the northwest of Fort 
Wadsworth, about where Arrochar 
now stands. Two miles to the west of 
the ruins of Old Dorp the persistent 
Dutch built their New Dorp. 

The northeast section of Staten Is- 
land, which until the formation of 
Greater New York was known as Cas- 
tleton, and is still generally so called, 
takes its name from the fact that it 
once formed Governor Dongan’'s “man- 
or of Castleton.” Dongan—the Dongan 
hills are named from him—was of the 
family of the Earl of Limerick, and the 
seat of the ear! in Ireland was Castle- 
town, in the County Kildare, Many of 
Governor Dongan's descendants still 
live on Staten Island, some of them oc- 
cupying and owning houses on the land 
of the old manor. At first Governor 
Dongan merely had a hunting lodge on 
Staten Island, and it is significant of 
the state of that portion of New York 
city at the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury that at a meeting of the colonial 
council the governor was entered on 
the minutes as “absent, being engaged 
at his hunting lodge on Staten Island 
killing bears.” 

Bedlow’s island, on which the statue 
of Liberty stands, was purchased in 
1716 by an Englishman named Bedlow, 
who had amassed a large fortune in the 
East India trade and was an acquaint- 
ance of the then governor, the notori- 
ous Lord Cornbury, Bedlow received 
from Cornbury the privilege of victual- 
ing the British fleets which frequented 
New York. It was a most profitable 
monopoly, having in it great possibill- 
t'es of graft. Cornbury is supposed to 
have “stood in” with Bedlow. When 
Bedlow dted suddenly Cornbury seized 
all his papers, collected all the out- 
standing debts due the contractor, and 
kept everything of Bedlow’s he could 
lay his hands on, leaving Bedlow’s wid- 
ow and children in poverty. Bedlow’'s 
island ~was bought and used by the con- 
tractor while he victualed the fleets as 
a depot for his stores, 

Corlear's Hook takes its name from 
Jacob Corlear, the city trumpeter in 
the old Dutch days. Governor Beek- 
man bought it from him, The governor 
also bought a country estate, the site 
of which is commemorated by Beek- 
man street. 

The true meaning of the word Man- 
hattan, originally spelled variously as 
Mana-ha-ta, Manhattoes and Manhat- 
tan, is hid in mystery. It is not even 
certain whether it was the name of the 
place or of the tribe which inbabited it, 
or of both. The old idea that the word 
meant Place of Drunkenness has been
